Gathering Beed Corn.

Even more Important than fall plow-
ing 18 the selection of seed corn early
In the fall and storing It carefully for
the winter. The plan of golng through
the field enrly and pleking the seed In
a sack I8 sometimes advoeated, but on
most farms this {s too much of an un-
dertaking. A better way I8 to go out
and husk a load ns soon ns it Is falrly
well ripened and before any very hard
frosts come. If this Is pleked from the
best pert of the field there ought to be
at least three or four bushels of good
seed ears In Ity These ean be sorted
ont and the remalnder spread over the
bottom of the erib or fed to the hogs.

Half a dozen such londs will nsually
furnish all the seed needed. It Is o
good plan to save nhout twlee ns much
o] na will be pequired, so that selee-
tlon can be wore rigld In the spring
If there are no very severe freczes
before hnsking bogins in enrnest some
more seed corn enn be saved by put
ting n box on the =ide of the wagon, In
which the Hest ears mny be thrown, A
better gquallty of seed may be obtalned
in this way because of a wider runge
of selection. It Is pot safe to depend
on 11 entirely, bowever, heenuse a hard
freere when the corn Is full of molsture
mnuy LU the germs and make It worth
less foe geed,  The first thing to do
with newly gathered seed I8 to hang
it up where It enn dry out qulckly
the best place for

Selecting and Testing.

Along in February the corn should be
sorted, pleking out only those ears of
falr slze, well filled ot the butts and
tipa and symmetrically shaped through-
out. Further instructions for selecting
corn will bhe given In article 6. After
the corn Is sorted a few ears shonld
be taken from a numwber of vars In dif-
ferent parts of the seed room and test-
ed.

If the corn Is well graded In this
way an edge drop planter will give the
best pesults, For kernels of different
slzes, however, the full hill drop Is
prefernble.  The callbration of
planter s an Important polnt If an
even stand Ix to be secured. By block-
ing up the planter 8o that the wheels
are clear of the ground and running
through a pailful or so of each grade

of corn plates can be selected that will |

drop the desired pnumber of kKernels
ninety-five times out of n hundred,
These plates should be put with their
particuinr grade of corn In readiness
for planting time

Preparing the Sall.

With groded seed of high germinat- |

Ing power and a planter praperly enll-
brated o good stand s nlmost certaln,
The next step |8 to prepare the soll to
recelve the seed. In sections where
there Is nny danger of drought It pays
to run over the fall plowlng with a
harrow early In the spring. This crum-
bles the surface and checks evaporn-

tlon. It nlso encournges the weeds to
gtart, only to be killed by the disk
later. As soon as possible after the

small graln I8 in the disk should be
set to work on the corn ground. If
there s time It pays to double disk, ns
the soll is left In smoother and finer
condition, After Adlsking the ground
should be harrowed oceaslonally until
planting time,
